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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1 1 has been amended to recite "consisting of" regarding the sequence of the derivative. However, it also 
still states that the derivative is no longer than 150 amino acids. A sequence cannot both consist of 134 amino acids and have a length of 
135-150. This raises a new 112-2 issue. Furthermore, new claims 27 and 28 are directed to pharmaceutical compositions. The use of the 
word "pharmaceutical" indicates that the sole intended use of the compositions is in therapy. However, there are substantial new 
enablement issues to be considered with regard to therapy. Removing the word "pharmaceutical" would obviate this new issue. New 
claims 27 and 28 also recite the old claim language with regard to the derivatives. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment has not been entered; therefore 
the rejections are maintained for reasons of record. However, if the amendment had been entered, claims 11, 12, 16, and 25 (and also new 
claims 27, 28) would still be anticipated by WO 9855508A2. '508 discloses a fragment of SEQ ID NO: 17 lacking the N-terminal 
transmembrane domain which has a core sequence consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1 and furthermore comprises no more than 150 amino acids. 
Given the new 1 12-2 issue regarding the derivatives, the broadest reasonable interpretation of the amended claims still allows for 
maintaining the art rejection. 
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
